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DETAILED ACTION 


1. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over JP 
5331793 in view of Bubik et al (5,163,364). 

JP 5331793 shows machine glazing paper on a yankee cylinder followed by soft 
calendaring. It would have been obvious to employ extended nip calendaring as the 
calendaring step in JP 5331793 since Bubik et al teaches that extended nip (shoe) 
calendaring does not require asymmetric moisture profile to achieve desired 
smoothening of the paper surface.
